It was midnight, and Mrs. W hit­ 
more’s voice on the telephone w*as 
very distressed. 
All babies hiccough. 
G reat big 
hiccoughs you can hear across the 
room. 
But take a look at him— 
he’s not unhappy, be s not crying, 
he's just being a baby. 
If you'll observe, the hiccoughr 
always come right after a burp 
As the baby eats, he sucks ir 
some air as well as milk. 
The’ 
you put bim up over your shoul­ 
der and after a time he belches 
up the air. 
This ie a big nolle, 
too. 
Sounds big enough for a 
full growrn man. 
Many times a 
mouthful of milk comes up with 
the burp. This isn't vomiting and 
it doesn't mean there's anything 
the m atter. 
The air the baby 
swallowed was underneath some 
milk in his stomach, and, as the 
sir bubbled up, it forced s little 
milk with it. 
Sometimes a little of this milk 
gets stuck in the baby’s gullet. 
His reflexes are not ss well devel­ 
oped ss a grown-up’s, and he 
doesn t know how to get rid of 
the sir without letting up a little 
food, too. 
Some comes out the 
mouth and some stays in his gul­ 
let. 
I t’s uncomfortable there. The 
baby's body has a way of getting 
rid of this and clearing out his 
passages. 
He hiccoughs. He does 
not mind, in fact as you watch a 
baby hiccoughing, you get the im 
pression he rather enjoys it. I^ave 
him alone, and as soon ss hts 
pass*rev are clear hell stop. 


However, if you feel you himply 
must do something, 
give your 
baby a drink—water or milk—it 
doesn’t matter. 
Swallowing any 
thing will force the little bit of 
material in 
the gullet that is 
bothering the baby back down 
Into the stomach. You really don’t 
need to do this, but if it will make 
you arty happier, by all means do 


And, talking of the noises new 
babies make, we might mention 
some other loud healthy sounds 
that sometimes alarm new pat 
ants. A baby seldom sleeps quiet 
ty. 
He grunts and he growls and 
he snorts and he moves about. 
These are Just baby ways.

oesrt’t mean your baby's sleep is 
disturbed. 
He is not having in- 
ligestion. 
There is nothing the 
m atter with him. 
He is just 
baby. 
Leave him alone. 
A baby is apt to cough and 
sneeze some, too. 
Remember he 
can’t blow his nose! 
If he has a 
bit of mucous iii his nose, he gets 
rid of it with a good sneeze. 
A 
few sneezes don’t mean the be­ 
ginning of a cold. 


Since a baby lies flat all the 
time there la little opportunity 
for mucous In the nose to drain 
out as it does in a grown-up. 
takes a little push to get it out 
So our old friend Mother Nature 
has endowed a baby with the 
ability to cough and sneeze.

Emergency Loan Program of FHA Has 
Been Extended for 1956 in Jones County

has been extended in Texas for 
the 1956 crop year, according to 
W alter T. M cKay, the agency’s 
state director. 
M cKay stated that authoriza­ 
tion for the extension was given 
by Secretary of Agriculture Fbra 
Ranson in keeping with the Do- 
partment of Agriculture s policy 
of continuing emergency assist­ 
ance measures where necessary. 
Under the extension of the pro­ 
gram, loans will be made through 
December 31, 1956. 
Loans may 
be made in all counties of the 
state except in thp 57 West Texas 
counties designated 
on Septem­ 
ber 15, 1955. for the Great Plains 
special credit program. 


During the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, 1915, emergency 
loans 
totaling more than 
$33,- 
000,000 were made to Texas farm­ 
er* and 
rancher*. 
Considering 
the prolonged drouth conditions, 
coilecton* on these loans art very 
good, M cKay stated. 
'Emergency loans are made in 
areas where the secretary of ag 
riculture finds 
that 
there is a 
need for credit that is not avail­ 
able from other sources. The need 
may be due to the damage done 
by a 
natural disaster, such ax 
drouth, flood or hurricane, or to 
economic reason*. 
To be eligible for an emergency 
loan, a farmer or rancher must 
be unable to obtain the credit he 
needs from any other source. 
In 
addition, he must be engaged pri­ 
marily in farming, have suitable 


farming 
experience and 
reason 
able prospects for success in the 
farming operations he plans 
to 
carry on with tho loan. 
Emergency loans arc 
m ad e to 
finance normal operations 
l/Hin 
funds can he used to 
p u rc h a s e 
feed, 
seed, 
fertilizer, farm 
and 
home supplies; 
and replacement 
machinery and livestock. 
Repayments are scheduled ac­ 
cording to the borrower’s ability 
to repay. 
Ordinarily, loans se­ 
cured by liens on chattel property 
are 
scheduled 
for 
repayment 
within one to five years.

A spokesman for Japanese industry says 


Japan intends to try to sell arms to Egypt. 


"W e are certain," he says, "that the free 


world would rather see Japan sell arfns to 


Egypt than Communist Czechoslovakia." 


Well, he needn't be so certain about that, 


for several reasons 


For one thing, it might be a little disturbing 


ta the free world to know that Japan is pro­ 


ducing or can produce enough arms for ex­ 


port. 
No one will deny that Japan must trade 


if she s ever to gain economic independence. 


But Westerners who fought a costly war with 


Japan will not be particularly happy at the 


thought of her coming back by virtue of an 


unsuspected arms-producing capacity. 


Moreover, Japan would seem to forget that 


the whole idea of selling arms to any free 


nation is to bolster the defenses of that nation 


against Communist aggression. 
For that very 


reason, Japan stands vastly more in need 


of armament than Egypt, 
lf Japan would 


only build up Her own self-defense forces to 


a reasonable size, she would have use for all 


th* arms she con produce with none left over

Emergency loan program of the 
Farmers 
Home 
Administration 


has been extended in Texas foi 
the 1956 crop year, according to 
W alter T. McKay, the agency’s 
slate director. 
M cKay stated that authoriza­ 
tion for the extension was given 
by Secretary of Agriculture F lra 
Benson in keeping with the De­ 
partment of Agricultures policy 
of continuing emergency assist­ 
ance measures where necessary. 
Under the extension of the pro­ 
gram, loans will he made through 
Decern her 31, 1956. 
Loans max' 
be made in all counties of the 
state except in the 57 West Texas 
counties designated 
on Septem­ 
ber 15, 1955. for the Great Plains 
special credit program. 


During the 
fiscal year which 
ended June 30, 1915, emergene> 
loans 
totaling more than 
$33,- 
000,000 were made to Texas farm­ 
er* and 
ranchers. 
Considering 
the prolonged drouth conditions, 
collectons on these loans are very 
good, M cKay stated. 
■Emergency loans are made in 
areas where the secretary of ag­ 
riculture finds 
that, 
there is a 
need for credit that is not avail­ 
able from other sources. The need 
may be due to the damage done 
by a 
natural disaster, such as 
drouth, flood or hurricane, or to 
economic reasons. 
To be eligible for an emei gency 
loan, a farmer or rancher must 
he unable to obtain the credit he 
needs from any other source. 
In 
addition, he must be engaged pri­ 
marily in farming, have suitable 


farming 
experience and 
reason 
able prospects for success in the 
farming operations he plans 
to 
rarry on with the loan. 
Emergency loans arr made to 
finance normal operations 
Loan 
funds ran hr used to purchase 
frod, 
seed, 
fertilizer, 
farm 
and 
home supplies; and replacement 
machinery and livestock. 
Repayments are scheduled ac 
cording to the borrower's ability 
to repay. 
Ordinarily, loans se­ 
cured by hens on rhattel property 
are 
scheduled 
for 
repayment 
within one to five years.
